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Teegarden sentenced for stealing 
from Social Security Administration 


U.S. District Judge Dan¬ 
ny C. Reeves sentenced 33- 
year-old Stacy Teegarden, of 
Brooksville, on Fri., June 29, 
to six months in prison for 
fraudulently obtaining Supple¬ 
mental Security Income (SSI) 
benefits. She was ordered to 
pay $113,163.53 in restitution 
and a special assessment of 
$ 100 . 

For a nine year period, 
Teegarden made false repre¬ 
sentations to SSA that she and 
her children’s father were sep¬ 
arated and living apart; in real¬ 
ity, they were living together. 
As a result of these false repre¬ 
sentations, Teegarden received 
$146,123.38 in overpayments 
from the SSA from October 
2002 through July 2011. 

SSI is a program designed 
to help aged, blind and disabled 
people who have little or no 
income. It provides money to 
meet basic needs such as food, 


clothing and shelter. “Defraud¬ 
ing the public is unacceptable 
and this sort of criminal con¬ 
duct will not be tolerated,” 
said U.S. Attorney Kerry B. 
Harvey. “Those engaged in 
this activity run a real risk of 
punishment that includes pris¬ 
on time. The U.S. Attorney’s 
Office and the Social Security 
Administration will continue 
to work together to protect the 
taxpayers from people like Ms. 
Teegarden who seek to cheat 
federal programs. “ 

Kerry B. Harvey, United 
States Attorney for the East¬ 
ern District of Kentucky, and 
Guy R Fallen, Special Agent 
in Charge, Social Security 
Administration, jointly an¬ 
nounced the sentence. 

The investigation was con¬ 
ducted by the Social Security 
Administration, Office of the 
Inspector General, Office of 
Investigations. Assistant U.S. 


Attorney Chris Nasson repre¬ 
sented the U.S. Attorney’s Of¬ 
fice in this case. 

“SSA Supplemental Se¬ 
curity Income Benefits are a 
lifeline for many Americans 
who are unable to work due to 
a temporary or permanent dis¬ 
ability,” said Special Agent in 
Charge Fallen. “Our office is 
gratified by the U.S. Attorney’s 
shared commitment to pre¬ 
serving Social Security funds 
for deserving beneficiaries. 
We have no higher priority 
than ensuring that those who 
obtain benefits fraudulently 
are swiftly detected and pros¬ 
ecuted. Social Security fraud 
affects all Americans and this 
conviction is a testament to 
our serious commitment to 
pursuing those who victimize 
Social Security Programs.” 

Teegarden will have to 
serve at least 85 percent of her 
prison sentence.

While Karen knows deep 
inside that there was nothing she could have done to change his mind, she stills carries the 
“what if’s” in her heart that resurface to bring the pain of his death back. She remembers 
him as a good kid that just could not adjust to life out of the military and no matter what, 
just couldn’t seem to get his life back together. She remembers as a child he would ride 
a bicycle until it couldn’t be ridden any longer. She remembers one bike in particular, an 
Evil Kenevil bike, that his father rebuilt a couple of times because it was his favorite bike. 
She knew immediately when she saw the bicycle print by local artist Ken Swinson, that is 
was the perfect memorial for him. She encourages families to keep offering help to their 
loved ones with alcohol and depression issues, in hopes another family can be spared the 
pain of this type of tragedy.

"THERE IS NO DIFFERENCE" 
by Cornelius R. Stam 

Twice in the Book of Romans, once in Romans 3:22,23, 
and once in Romans 10:12,13, God uses the phrase, "There 
is no difference ." 

First it is used in connection with the guilt of man. 
Religious Jews, as well as godless Gentiles; cultured 
moralist, as well as degraded savages, are proved guilty 
before God. 

In the first three chapters, their privileges and 
responsibilities are fully discussed, and their arguments are 
carefully considered. Then comes the awful verdict: 

"THERE IS NO DIFFERENCE: FOR ALL HAVE 
SINNED AND COME SHORT OF THE GLORY OF 
GOD." 

Must we not all bow our heads in shame and admit that 
the indictment is true? Must we not acknowledge that our 
condemnation is just? There may, indeed, be differences as 
to the nature or the degree of our sins, but in this there is 
no difference: that we all have sinned. And a just and holy 
God must condemn sin. 

It is refreshing, however, to find the phrase used a 
second time in connection with salvation. Again religious 
Jews as well as godless Gentiles are included, but this time, 
how gracious the declaration! 

"FOR THERE IS NO DIFFERENCE...FOR THE 
SAME LORD OVERALL IS RICH UNTO ALL THAT 
CALL UPON HIM. FOR WHOSOEVER SHALL 
CALL UPON THE NAME OF THE LORD SHALL 
BE SAVED!" 

In the matter of sin, God cannot be partial. He cannot 
be lenient with certain classes or groups whose advantages 
have been greater. All have sinned, and all must stand 
condemned. 

But neither does He show partiality in the matter of 
salvation. The rich or cultured or religious are not preferred 
before others. The illiterate or immoral are not excluded. 
The Law condemns all, but Christ died to save all, that we 
might be "justified freely by His grace." 

Friend, are you saved? Are you right with God? You 
can never hope to be accepted if you approach Him in your 
own merits, but if you come in the merits of Him who 
bore your sins, you cannot be turned away. "FOR THE 
SAME LORD OVERALL IS RICH UNTO ALL THAT 
CALL UPON HIM, FOR WHOSOEVER SHALL 
CALL UPON THE NAME OF THE LORD SHALL 
BE SAVED."

STEMMING THE TIDE 
OF BLINDNESS? 


The first tests involving the 
use of embryonic stem cells in 
humans indicates that they may 
one day be used to help treat 
blindness. This possibility arises 
from treatment of two legally 
blind individuals, one with the 
“dry” form of age-related macular 
degeneration (AMD) and the 
other with Stargradt disease that 
causes serious vision loss. There 
is currently no cure for either 
condition. However, four months 
after each patient received an 
injection of embryonic stem 
cells in one eye, both patients 
demonstrated some improvement 
in reading progressively smaller 
print. Researchers are quick not 
to draw too much conclusion 
from the study (the change in 
the AMD patient may have 
been psychological), but it does 
provide hope.

Farm Service Agency 
Now Accepting Pollinator 
Habitats in Continuous 
CRP 

Kentucky USD A Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) State 
Executive Director, John 
W. McCauley, announced 
that pollinator habitats, 
which support a variety of 
pollinator species, will now 
be accepted as a Continuous 
Sign-up Conservation 

Reserve Program (CCRP) 
practice. CCRP is a voluntary 
program that helps producers 
apply conservation practices 
to safeguard environmentally 
sensitive land. 

Pollinator habitats are 
areas of permanent vegetation 
located in an agricultural 
landscape: field edges, field 
middles, odd comers, or any 
agricultural location that 
is suitable for establishing 
pollinator habitat. 

Pollinators provide a very 
important ecological service. 
Approximately three quarters 
of all flowering plants rely 
upon external assistance 
to pollinate their flowers. 
In addition to agricultural 
crops such as fruits and many 
vegetables, these plants 
include seed producing 
wildflowers, fruit producing 
shmbs and nut producing 
trees which provide a source 
of food for many wildlife 
species. Studies indicate that 
birds, bees, bats, and other 
pollinators are in significant 
decline across the country 
and around the world. Nearly 
80% of the crops grown in 


the world require pollination. 
In the United States, insects 
pollinate crops that produce 
$40 billion worth of products 
annually. 

Participants of newly 
enrolled pollinator habitat 
practices are eligible to 
receive a $150 CRP Sign¬ 
up Incentive Payment (SIP) 
per acre. The SIP is a one¬ 
time payment issued to CRP 
participants after the contract 
is approved. The following 
practices qualify for the $150 
SIP: 

• Pollinator Habitats; 

• Wetland Restoration & 
Wetland Restoration (non¬ 
floodplain) practice which 
restores the functions and 
values of wetland ecosystems 
that have been devoted to 
agricultural use and; 

• Habitat Buffers for 
Upland Birds practice which 
provides food and cover for 
quail and 

• upland birds in cropland 
areas 

The SIP for all other 
continuous sign-up practices 
remains unchanged at $100 
per acre. 

Continuous CRP sign-up 
allows participants to submit 
offers for selected CCRP 
practices to enroll in CRP at 
anytime instead of waiting for 
a General CRP sign-up period. 
Participants and offered lands 
must meet certain eligibility 
requirements to be accepted 
into the program.

BRACKEN FISCAL COURT NOTICE OF 
SECOND READING OF ORDINANCE NUMBER 12-002 

(AMENDMENT TO BRACKEN COUNTY ADMINISTRATIVE CODE) 

AN ORDINANCE WHICH SHALL BE ADOPTED TO PROMOTE 
EFFICIENT ADMINISTRATION OF COUNTY GOVERNMENT. 

The first reading of Ordinance Number 12-002— an ordinance amending The 
Bracken County Administrative Code Ord. # 11-006 was had on the 27TH DAY OF 
June, 2012. Second reading of the two Amendments to this Ordinance shall come on 
for a hearing on the 25th day of July, 2012 at the hour of 10:00 am in the Courtroom 
of the Bracken County Courthouse, Brooksville, Kentucky. 

THE BRACKEN COUNTY ADMINISTRATIVE CODE IS AN ORDINANCE 
RELATING TO THE EFFICIENT ADMINSITRATION OF COUNTY GOVERNMENT. 
THE ADMINISTRTIVE CODE WAS LAST PUBLISHED AND ADOPTED IN ITS 
ENTIRETY ON JANUARY 19, 2012 (Ordinance # 12-006). THE FISCAL COURT 
HAS FOUND IT NECESSARY TO MAKE TWO MORE AMENDMENTS TO THE 
ADMINISTRATIVE CODE AND THOSE AMEDMENTS ARE THE SUBJECT OF 
THIS ORDINANCE. 

Pursuant to Chapter 1 (General Administration) (Amendments) that Ordinance 
specifically granted unto The Bracken Fiscal Court the annual duty to review the Bracken 
County Administrative Code during the month of June and also granted unto the Bracken 
County Judge Executive the power to prepare and submit amendments to the Administrative 
Code for approval of the majority of the Fiscal Court. 

1st AMENDMENT 

BRACKEN COUNTY ADMINISTRATIVE CODE IS HEREBY AMENDED AT 
CHAPTER 5 (INSURANCE) (1. Health and Hospitalization—Page 43 of the 2012 
Code) BY DELETING PARAGRAPH C. AS IT WAS WRITTEN IN THE CODE 
AND ADDING A NEW PARAGRAPH C. 

INSURANCE 

1. Health and Hospitalization 

a. Comprehensive Major Medical - The county and the employee pay appropriate 
shares of the cost of an individual policy, as determined annually by the fiscal court. County 
employees may purchase family coverage at group rates. 

b. All participating employees are subject to the terms and conditions of the group 
insurance plans provided by the county. 

c. For newly hired employees, health insurance coverage becomes effective the 
first day of the second month after employment commences. (Example: An employee who 
is hired effective May 15th is eligible to begin receiving insurance coverage effective July 
1st of that same year), or as required by applicable insurance company. 

c. For newly hired employees, health insurance coverage becomes effective the 
first day following the 60 day probationary period for new employees, assuming of course 

said employee is hired and assuming this is in line with requirement of the applicable 

insurance company . 


Chapter 5 (INSURANCE) (Health Insurance and Hospitalization) is amended by 
deleting Paragraph c. and adding a new Paragraph c. (shown above) 

2ND AMENDMENT 


BRACKEN COUNTY ADMINISTRATIVE CODE IS HEREBY AMENDED AT 
CHAPTER 5 (COMPENSATION PAY) (OVERTIME -page 57 of Ordinance 11-006 
by deleting Paragraph 2 and Paragraph 3 as they were written in the code and re¬ 
numbering 4. And 5. to now be 2. And 3.) 

Overtime 

1. In order to determine whether an employee will receive overtime pay for hours 
worked in excess of forty (40) hours per week, each class shall be declared “exempt” or 
“non-exempt” in accordance with provisions of existing labor laws. Exempt employees 
shall not be compensated in cash for overtime worked. Non-exempt employees shall 
receive overtime pay at the rate of one and one-half (1.5) times the hourly wages for actual 
hours worked in excess of forty (40) hours in any work week. Non-Exempt employees who 
are required to work all seven (7) days in a work week shall receive overtime pay at the 
rate of one and one-half times the hourly wage for all hours worked on the seventh day of 
the work week if the cumulative weekly total exceeds 40 hours. 

2. Time off with pay (such as vacation or sick leave) shall not be considered as hours 
worked for overtime pay purposes. 

3. Holidays for which employee are paid, but which are not worked, cannot be used 
for computing overtime. 

2. Full-time hourly employees will be paid two and half time their regular rate for 
any hours worked on an actual or scheduled holiday. 

3. Overtime work shall be approved in advance by the employee’s immediate 
supervisor whenever possible, and shall be kept at the minimum consistent with maintenance 
of essential services and the county’s financial resources. 

CHAPTER 5 (COMPENSATION PAY) (OVERTIME -page 57 of Ordinance 11- 
006 by deleting Paragraph 2 and Paragraph 3 as they were written in the code and 
re-numbering 4. And 5. To now be 2. And 3. As shown above). 

Except for the two said amendments, Ordinance cited as Bracken County Administrative 
Code # 11-006 and adopted on January 19, 2012, remains in full force and effect.
